VALDESE, N. C.—In the year of 1932 the Reverend 
Glen Houck came to Valdese, erected a tent and con- 
ducted a revival which lasted for weeks. The state 
overseer set the church in order and Brother Houck 

astored the church for two years; during that time he 
built a nice frame building. 

The church, through the years, has had a steady 
growth. Through the efforts of the able pastors a 
number of churches have been started from the 
Valdese Church, such as Icard, North Carolina, which 
is a good thriving church, and Granite Falls and 
Morganton, North Carolina. The church is now spon- 
soring a home extension work at Glen Alpine, North 
Carolina, which will soon become a church. 

At the General Assembly of 1956, Brother Aultman, 
Overseer of North Carolina, assigned H. M. Hunt as 

astor of the Valdese Church. The Valdese people were 
n Fiat need of a new church. They decided to build, 
an eg bought the material and put it on the ground. 

The first day of April, 1957, was ground-breaking day 
and September 29, 1957, was our home-coming day 
and the opening day for our new church. The church 
has a large auditorium, a small auditorium for chil- 
dren’s church, 11 Sunday School rooms, 2 restrooms, 
church office and L.W.W.B. kitchen. The church loan 
was only $13,000.

FAITH 


HE WRITER OF HEBREWS told us that with- 
J ows faith it is impossible to please God. Not to 
have faith is not to please God. The greatest 
thing in life is to please God, therefore it follows that 
the greatest thing in life is to have faith. Naturally, 
this faith we are exhorted to have is not an ill 
founded or irresponsible faith in things or persons 
that are finite, secular, or insignificant. Our faith is 
to be planted firmly in God—His person and His Word. 
Not to have faith of this type is to be less than God 
expects of us. To have faith in God and His Word is 
to please God and make ourselves potent forces for 
good and abiding witnesses of the fact, love, and 
splendor of God. 


How MUCH faith must we have in God? 
Effective faith. That is all. We should not worry too 
much about degrees of faith, but in all things we 
should have effective faith. There is only one plane 
of effective faith, and we have only to reach this 
plane to receive from God that which we ask. We had 
to reach this plane of faith in order to be saved, the 
same plane of faith to be healed of a headache, the 
same plane to be healed of cancer, the same plane 
to receive whatever we desired. There is no multi- 
tude of faith levels, one more acceptable than the 
others. There is one enduring and stedfast plane of 
faith acceptable in God’s sight. This is the place of 
effective faith. It takes as much faith for one thing 
as for another that we ask of God. No doubt, some of 
you will say that you have not found it so in your 
Christian experience, that it requires more faith for 
some things than for others. I think that the truth 
is that life itself is like the surface of the earth, filled 
with mountains here and valleys there. We find it 
harder to reach the plane of effective faith in some 
things than we do in others. The level of effective 
faith is not higher in one instance than another, but 
it is more difficult to reach at times because our 
starting point is much lower. For instance, if I am in 
need of a sum of money, it is easier for me to believe 
that God will give me $5 than to believe that He will 


give me $500. I do not need more faith to receive the 
$500 than to receive the $5, but exactly the same level 
of faith. Actually, conditions make me much nearer 
to faith for $5 than for $500. This makes it seem to 
me that it requires less faith to receive the lesser 
amount. Such is not the case. There is only one level 
of effective faith. It is no higher for big things than 
for little things—but my starting point is often lower 
for big things than for little things. It might be said 
that when I ask for something little, I by nature stand 
near the top of the hill, and when I ask for something 
great, nature places me low in the valley. Thus the 
plane of effective faith is harder to reach for great 
things than for little things; not because the faith 
required is greater but because my own nature has 
made that plane harder to be reached. 

Knowing this we should be encouraged that we need 
no greater faith for greater things than for little 
things, and the fact that we receive little favors from 
God is proof sufficient that we can receive great 
things. 


OUR FAITH THEN falls into two general 
categories: Militant and Passive Faith. That which 
we shall call passive faith is a faith which believes 
because it cannot do otherwise. Faith is easy because 
it meets no resistance. This faith works and receives 
great things from God, but it owes its very existence 
to the fact that it is naive and uninformed. The man 
who because he has never heard anything to the con- 
trary believes that God created the earth has faith 
in God and should be recognized as having it. Never- 
theless, he has faith only because he knows just the 
favorable side of the subject. Passive faith believes, 
put that belief has never been contested and has never 
had to resist opposition. It is easy to have passive 
faith. All Christians have much such faith. 

Militant faith is active and believes when all evi- 
dence tends to prove that it is false. For instance, a 
man with militant faith knows the theory of evolu- 
tion. He hears what the critics say. He is aware of 
anti-Christian theories, and still believes that what 
God has said is true. The person with passive faith 
may believe that he will get well because he does not 
know how sick he is. The man with militant faith can 
know how sick he is but still believe that he will re- 
cover. Militant faith overrides all obstacles. It knows 
both sides of the proposition. It sees, and hears, and 
recognizes everything that would deny it, but still it 
believes. Militant faith naturally is that faith which 
we all have need of today. Militant faith can hear 
the professors of colleges hoot at God’s Word and lis- 
ten to their pseudo proofs against it and still believe 
implicitly in the Word of God. Militant faith can 
watch the doctor sadly shake his head and still be- 
lieve that God will heal. Militant faith can know well 
what Satan has to say and still believe that God is 
true. We have to reach only one plane of faith for 
whatever we desire from God—the plane of effective 
faith. At times our faith will meet no opposition and 
we can reach this plane instantly and easily and God 
will recognize it. There will be other times that our

ing on this subject. Not long ago, a man drank 

poison to demonstrate faith and died as a re- 
sult of the poison. Second, a preacher asked me why 
the Church of God placed more emphasis on speaking 
in tongues than on drinking poison and taking up 
serpents; both are mentioned in the same chapter, he 
said. 

Jesus said, “Go ye.” Since the days of Abraham, 
God’s children have been on the move. Our pilgrim- 
age will not end until we find the city so strong that 
even the atomic bomb cannot overthrow it—the city 
having twelve foundations, whose builder and maker 
is God. 

“Go ye into all the world.” Here ye is plural. As a 
group, the world is our missions field. Every individual 
is not commanded to go into all the world; but the 
group of believers are to see that the world hears the 
gospel. 

“And preach.” Every method of spreading the gospel 
is good and has its place in the church; but nothing 
will ever take the place, nor will it do the job, of 
old-time, Holy-Ghost-anointed gospel preaching. 

“Preach the gospel.” Not a gospel, not part of the 
gospel; He said to preach the gospel—all of it. Paul 
said that God preached the gospel to Abraham four 
hundred years before the Law of Moses. Everything in 
the Bible, from Genesis to Revelation, concerning 
Christ and the plan of redemption is gospel. 

Jesus said, “He that believeth the Word shall be 
saved.” The word he is singular, placing the respon- 
sibility for salvation upon the individual who hears 
the gospel. Believeth carries the thought that one, 
though saved from sins committed in the past, and 
baptized, must keep on believing, in order to be saved 
from the wrath and judgment to come. Jesus teaches 
that he who continues to endure and to believe until 
the end shall be saved (Matthew 24:13). He also said 
that he that believeth not (or fails to keep on believ- 
ing, baptized or not) shall be damned. 

The right way leads to eternal life (Matthew 7). 
Life eternal is at the end of the journey for those who

keep on believing. Through faith here in this life, 
we are free from sin and become servants of God, 
and, in the end, gain eternal life (Romans 6:22). 

We place more emphasis on speaking in tongues 
than on drinking deadly poison and taking up ser- 
pents because the Bible places more emphasis and 
value on tongues than on the other signs mentioned. 
I should like to take them in order, according to their 
value, beginning with the ones that have less value. 


DRINK ANY DEADLY THING 


Jesus said, “If they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them.” Thank God for the if. It is not a 
teaching. It is not a command. Jesus did not say, 
they shall; He said, if they do. Nowhere in the Bible, 
from Genesis to Revelation, do we have a record of 
anyone’s drinking poison to show their faith. 


SERPENTS 


In all the record of the Bible, we find only two who 
took up a snake. One was Moses and the other was 
Paul. In the case of Paul, it seemed to be more of an 
accident than a purposeful demonstration. Whatever 
it was, Paul shook the serpent into the fire to destroy 
it. He did not put it in a box to carry about and 
draw a crowd, nor to demonstrate faith. Paul did not 
believe in believers following signs, but he believed 
in signs following believers. The devil used a snake 
to deceive in the days of Adam and in the days of 
Moses. Paul tells us he will do the same thing in the 
last days (2 Timothy 3:1, 8, 9). Notice, as Jannes and 
Jambres withstood Moses, so do these, referring to 
false prophets in the last days. 

Jesus said, “He (the individual) that believeth shall 
be saved.” But when He spoke of the signs, He said 
signs shall follow them (the group), not the individual 
believer. 


CAST OUT DEMONS 


How many had the faith to cast out devils? Only 
a few. The twelve apostles, the seventy disciples, Philip

THAT 
EXPECTED 
END

HAT MORE CAN Christians desire? Here they 

are assured that God Himself thinks of them 

—that He knows His thoughts toward them 
—thoughts of peace and not of evil; and if they will 
but allow Him, He will bring them to an expected 
end. We are fully aware that there is only one ful- 
fillment to any given prophecy and that this was given 
to the captives of Babylon: the ransomed of the Lord 
were to return to Zion. “After seventy years be ac- 
complished at Babylon I will visit you, and perform 
my good word toward you, in causing you to return 
to this place.” Here then we see what was their ex- 
pected end, and although there may be only one ful- 
fillment, the Spirit of God may at His pleasure make 
the application to many. And what did not this 
prophecy prefigure but “the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls”—the end, everlasting life? 

The Christian is now on the sea, encountering many 
a storm, but his voyage will end; God will safely 
guide him into a haven of rest. He is now in a war- 
fare, and although it be for the good and right, it is 
a tiring and exhausting time, filled with strife and 
pain. However, ultimate destruction is not the end, for 
soon the battle cry will be over and the warrior will 
exchange the helmet for the “crown of glory that 
fadeth not away.” 

But what characterizes the attitude of the believer’s 
mind with regard to this end? Expectation. He is 
looking for that blessed hope; he is awaiting the 
Saviour from heaven. His ear is expecting to hear the 
trumpet blast. He is saved by hope and everything 
leads him forward. Human expectation is seldom 
justified by the event, but let the Christian’s be as 
great as the Scripture can make it, the blessed reality 
and fruition will yield the acknowledgement, “the 
half was not told me.” 

It would be wise to distinguish between the ex-

pectation born from above and the confidence of the 
presumptuous. Natural men have always found it an 
easy thing to hope, yet their hope is without the 
necessary examination, without the evidence required 
and is totally unauthorized. Our Lord speaks of two 
builders; both claimed hope, yet the one He calls 
a fool and the other a wise man. The difference be- 
tween them was not so much in the edifices them- 
selves, as in the groundwork; not so much the out- 
ward appearance but what it rested upon. To the 
observer both seemed secure; but the house of the 
former was built on the sand and the storm car- 
ried it away, whilst the house of the latter with- 
stood every opposition, because it was founded on the 
rock. The present age has had more peace talks, 
treaties, pacts and agreements than any other gen- 
eration; yet, many are forced to admit that the “hope” 
is less hopeful than ever. The main part of the 
foundation of peace and security has been willfully 
omitted; no wonder the bud of peace never blooms. 

However, the Christian’s hope maketh not ashamed; 
it rests on the foundation laid in Zion, and the 
possessor cannot be confounded unless God become a 
liar, for He hath not only promised but hath sworn, 
and, because He could swear by no greater, He hath 
sworn by Himself. Keep alive this expectation, let 
nothing shake your confidence. Let us muse upon 
the believer who is fully exemplifying this, and we 
will see one who is dead to the world, who has looked 
within the veil and seen the glory that excelleth. The 
sun has rendered the glowworms invisible, and the 
stars, too. Here is one who is satisfied in Christ with 
his condition in life for although denied many in- 
dulgences the children of this generation revel in, he 
has a hope that is steadfast and sure. He is denied 
many things of this world, but then he says, this is 
not my home; I am a stranger and a pilgrim, and 
these things which would detain me now just urge me 
on. What is it that urges him on? What is it that 
makes him so cheerful in his trials? It is that ex- 
pected end. With this great truth pulsating through 
his soul the apostle says, “I reckon that the suffer- 
ings of this present time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory which shall be revealed.” If then, 
the hope of that expected end should actuate exer- 
tions, hardships and sacrifices, should I be discouraged, 
with the certainty of an eternity before me? He also 
can make the exit as gentle as the issue is glorious. 


“Oh, that will be glory for me, 
When by His grace I shall look on His face, 
That will be glory, be glory for me.” 
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details and bring out all the facts about the 

trinity. However, we shall endeavor to touch 
briefly on some of the most vital points. Monotheism 
teaches there is only one deity of the Godhead. 
Polytheism teaches there are many gods. The spirit 
of error will lead from one extreme to another, but 
the Spirit of truth will lead us to God’s happy medium 
in all things. 

We find the trinity in Genesis 1:1, the very first 
verse in the Bible, “In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth.” The word God here comes 
from the word Elohim which is plural. In Genesis 
1:26, God confirms the plurality of the word by say- 
ing, “Let us make man in our image.” Genesis 3:22, 
“Man is become as one of us.” Genesis 11:7, “Let us

go down, and .. . confound their language.” So in 
this we can see the trinity, that is, the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost in action. 

Revelation 4:2, 3, “And immediately I was in the 
spirit: and, behold, a throne was set in heaven, and 
one sat on the throne. And he that sat was to look 
upon like a jasper and a sardine stone: and there was 
a rainbow round about the throne.” This can be no 
other than Jehovah, the Father of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. In Revelation 5:1, we find this same person 
sitting on the throne holding in His right hand a book 
written within and on the back side, sealed with seven 
seals. We will show later by the Scripture that He is a 
person. 

John wept bitterly because no one was found worthy 
to open the book and loose the seals thereof, and in 
the midst of his agony of mind and spirit, behold, 
another person steps on the scene: a Lamb, the Lion 
of the tribe of Judah, the Root of David. This can 
be no other than Jesus Christ, the Son of Jehovah. 
We here see a beautiful picture of the two Lords spok- 
en of by David in Psalm 110:1, “The Lord said unto 
my Lord, Sit thou at my right hand, until I make 
thine enemies thy footstool.’”’ Here David’s Lord, Jesus 
Christ, comes forward and takes the Book out of the 
right hand of the Lord Jehovah. 

Hebrews 1:1-3, “God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past unto the fathers 
by the prophets, hath in these last days spoken unto 
us by his Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the worlds; who being 
the brightness of his glory, and the express image 
of his person, and upholding all things by the word 
of his power, when he had by himself purged our sins, 
sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on high.” 
David’s Lord Jesus was the express image of His Fa- 
ther Jehovah. 

John 14:8, “Philip saith unto him, Lord, shew us 
the Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus saith unto him, 
... He that hath seen me hath seen the Father”; He 
is the express, exact, precise image of His Father. 
John 1:18, “No man hath seen God (Jehovah) at any 
time; the only begotten Son (Jesus), which is in the 
bosom of the Father, he hath declared him.” Moses, 
the great Law-giver, had a deep desire to see Him. 
In Exodus 33:20 God said, “Thou canst not see my 
face: for there shall no man see me, and live.” He

placed Moses in the cleft of the rock and covered him 
with His hand (He has hands) and permitted him to 
see His back (He has back parts), but He said, “My 
face shall not be seen” (He has a face). 

Had Philip been talking to Jehovah in person, he 
would have dropped dead immediately. 

Thousands of men, women, and children followed 
Jesus out into the wilderness and every eye was fo- 
cused right on Him as He spoke to them. Had He been 
Jehovah in person, all would have been slain, but 
they were only beholding the express image of His 
person. To deny the personality of the Lord Jehovah 
is a very dangerous thing, because the Lord said in 
John 5:24, “He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting life.” God gave 
His Son for the world (John 3:16). The Son gave His 
blood for the Church (Acts 20:28). Deuteronomy 32:6, 
“Do ye thus requite the Lord, O foolish people and 
unwise? is not he thy father that hath bought thee?” 


This could be the Scripture to which the apostle 
referred to in 2 Peter 2:1, “But there were false 
prophets also among the people, even as there shall 
be false teachers among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them and bring upon themselves swift de- 
struction. And many shall follow their pernicious ways; 
by reason of whom the way of truth shall be evil 
spoken of.” People who unfortunately have these false 
and destructive opinions developed into their minds 
and consciences are to be pitied more than scorned. 
In Acts 7:56, Stephen, the first martyr, in his dying 
testimony, said, “I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right hand of God.” He 
was filled with the Holy Ghost, the third Person, and 
saw the second Person standing at the right of the 
first Person, the great Sovereign who holds the future 
in His hand. Mark 13:32, “But of that day and that 
hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels which are 
in heaven, neither the Son, but the Father.” How 
inconsistent to say that a person could know a thing 
and at the same time have no knowledge of it. 

It was Peter’s sermon on the Day of Pentecost that 
sent the deathblow to the hearts of those Jews who 
had a boastful opinion of themselves as being the seed 
of Abraham, whose fathers had passed under the cloud 
and been baptized unto Moses in the Red Sea (1 
Corinthians 10:1-4). 
















































After their scarlet sin had been exposed and they 
stood as murderers of God’s Son, they cried out in 
bitterness of soul and said, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” Peter said unto them, “Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins” (Acts 2:38). Not 
that the Father and Spirit should be omitted, but that 
Jesus should be conjoined observing all things accord- 
ing to the great commission He gave them in Mat- 
thew 28:19, 20, “Baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” Here 
they were baptized in the name of Jesus Christ. In 
Acts 8:16 and Acts 19:5 they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus. In Acts 10:48 they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord. 


In this last example the name Jesus, which some 
think is essential to water baptism, does not even 
appear. We can see very plainly by the inconsistency 
of the ceremony with which they baptized that it was 
a temporary substitute and not according to God’s 
formula in Matthew 28:19, 20. 


In John 14:1 Jesus said, “Ye believe in God, believe 
also in me.” They had recognized the Father and 
the Spirit, but their Red Sea baptism was obsolete; 
and now they must go back and accept the Son and 
be baptized in His name. 

To accept Jesus Christ today and deny the Father 
would throw us just as much out of line as those who 
had crucified Christ.

The 
flight is a project of the Aviation 
Fellowship formed by Assemblies of 
God aircraft owners and pilots 
last September. 


President Eisenhower Has 
Pastor as White House 
Advisor 


A 40-year-old Congregational 
Christian minister, the Rev. Fred- 
erick E. Fox, is one of President 
Eisenhower’s most trusted assist- 
ants. As the President’s special of- 
fice assistant, Mr. Fox spends 10 
hours a day rattling away on a 
White House typewriter with a 
furious but effective two-finger 
system. 

Currently he is hard at work on 
the speech the President is sched- 
uled to give on March 1, opening 
the annual Red Cross fund drive. 
As a matter of fact, whenever the 
President makes a speech contain- 
ing an element of spiritual signifi- 
cance, it is probable that Mr. Fox 
has had a hand in it. 

Fox recently represented Presi- 
dent Eisenhower at the triennial 
assembly of the National Council 
of Churches in St. Louis, Missouri. 
In addressing the assembly, Fox 
expressed the President’s desire 


for the churches of the nation to 
voice their opinions “clear and 
strong.” “The President,” he said, 
“knows that the health of our 
democracy depends upon truth 
freely expressed—the bitter truth 
as well as the sweet; judgment as 
well as praise — and the free 
churches of America have a prime 
responsibility to make plain to us 
the words of the Lord, by precept 
and by example.” 

Fox is the only clergyman to 
serve in an American President’s 
staff since the days of Lincoln. 


Legal Liquor Voted in Nine 
New Areas Last Year 


About 83.8 per cent of the na- 
tion’s population now live in areas 
where liquor is sold legally, ac- 
cording to the Distilled Spirits In- 
stitute of Washington. 

Last year 358 elections, involving 
a population of 1,427,000, were held 
in the United States on the ques- 
tion of permitting or prohibiting 
the sale of distilled spirits. These 
elections resulted in a net in- 
crease of nine political units, rang- 
ing from precincts to counties, that 
now permit the legal sale of spirits, 
according to the Institute. 

The two largest elections were 
held in Tennessee, Hamilton Coun- 
ty, of which Chattanooga is the 
county seat, voted to retain its 
legal sales status. Knox County, 
with Knoxville as the county seat, 
voted to remain a prohibition area. 


Detroit's Churches Actively 
Fighting Traffic Toll 
“In Traffic Too—Practice Your 


Religion.” With this slogan city 
officials have enlisted the help of 


Detroit’s churches to reduce the 
heavy traffic toll. 

The slogan is displayed prom- 
inently on the streets, and pastors 
have been asked to bring it to the 
attention of their congregations. 
Pocket-sized cards have been dis- 
tributed, bearing the Golden Rule 
and a prayer. 

The campaign was inaugurated 
because 159 persons were killed 
and 14,500 injured in traffic mis- 
haps the first 10 months of 1957. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary—The Com- 
munist regime took another —- 
toward improving relations wit 
the churches. It cancelled a pro- 
posed 25 per cent cut in its aid to 
the Calvinists. The Calvinist 
Church is Hungary’s second largest 
with two million members. Alon 
with all other denominations, i 
gets subsidies from the Commun- 
ist government for the payment of 
clergymen’s salaries and other ex- 
penses. The Communists also signed 
an agreement with Archbishop 
Josef Groesz of the Roman Catholic 
Church, similar to that which they 
made with the Calvinists. However, 
nothing has been said yet regard- 
ing the subsidy to the Lutherans. 


Black Market Graves Now 
Plaguing Moscow Peasants 


The shortage of cemeteries in 
Moscow has led to a black market 
in burial space, the Soviet Govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia said re- 
cently. 

In the last two years two Moscow 
cemetery superintendents have 
been sentenced, scores reprimand- 
ed and more than 20 dismissed— 
all for taking bribes. Five are under 
arrest pending investigation. 

Court cases were cited in which 
witnesses said they had given cem- 
etery officials up to 500 rubles to 
obtain grave space. (The ruble is 
worth 25 cents at the official but 
unrealistic rate of exchange.) 

In one instance more than 2,000 
rubles were paid for iron railings 
— put around the grave, Jzvestia 
said. 

The article, entitled “Blas- 
phemy,” said in the last 20 years 
no new cemeteries had been opened 
in Moscow and six had been closed. 


WASHINGTON — T he Counselor 
on Christian Affairs for the nation 
of Israel has said that Israel will 
not restrict the admittance or 
work of Christian missionaries in 
that country. Chaim Vardi said 
there are now about 400 Christian 
missionaries in Israel. Two hundred 
of them are engaged in evangelism 
and the rest are in social or medi- 
cal work.

PRAYING FOR THE SICK 


“They shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” There were quite a few more who prayed 
for the sick with success, than there were who cast 
out devils. In the last days, even the elders of the 
church may pray for and lay hands on the sick 
(James 5). “The prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord shall raise him up.” 


THEY SHALL SPEAK WITH TONGUES 


In Acts 2, we are told that everyone in the meeting 
spoke with tongues. They were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost and began to speak with tongues as the Spirit 
gave the utterance. The speaking in tongues is the 
only sign that may follow an individual anywhere or 
under any circumstances. There are countries, I am 
told, where there are no snakes, but the Holy Ghost 
is there. One might be where there are no sick to 
lay hands on, or no one to cast a devil out of; but he 
can receive the blessed Holy Ghost with the initial 
evidence of speaking in tongues anywhere.
